Begin faults Egypt on UN vote

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
reproached Egypt for having 
flagrantly contradicted the Camp 
David agreement at last month's 
session of the UN General 
Assembly. 

In Begin 's reply to President 
Anwar Sadat's message explaining 
the Egyptian interruption of the 
autonomy talks, which was taken to 
Cairo by special courier yesterday, 
the prime minister criticised the 
speech and vote at the assembly by 
Minister of State for Foreign Af- 
fairs Boutros Gball. 

Pointing out that it was not Israel 
which had halted the autonomy 
talks four.Umes already. Begin urg- 
ed Sadat: "Let us dispense with un- 
ilateral suspension. We have 
differences of opinion but they 
should not exclude agreement on 


full autonomy. Let us reason 
together till we reach agreement 
and pave the way to peace in the 
region." 

Israel has asked Egypt to agree 
to simultaneous publication of the 
two messages. If such agreement Is 
not reached, one of the two coun- 
tries may go ahead and publish 
first. 

The Egyptian minister voted to 
demand a total Israel withdrawal 
from all the areas by November 25 
in contradiction of the Camp David 
agreements. Begin noted. Ghali 
also called for a Palestine state, 
which goes counter to Camp David. 
He supported the most extreme and 
hostile antlrlsrael resolution ever 
passed at the UN since it Identified 
Zionism with racialism, Begin 
wrote Sadat. 

The Ghali speech and vote were 
quoted by Begin in hia 15-page 


message as examples of the 
manner in which Egypt put 
obstacles In the way of the peace 
process — and not Israel, which h*s 
been adhering faithfully to the 
agreement, the message said. 

Picking up Sadat's phrase about 
all Israeli actions in Jerusalem be- 
ing null and void, Begin wrote: 
"Whosoever declares the sovereign 
actions of our democratic parlia- 
ment to be null and void, makes a 
declaration whlcb la null and void." 

Reproaching Sadat that he Ig- 
nores the concern shown in the 
Camp David agreement for Israel's 
security, Begin quoted as an exam- 
ple the call by Sadat to get rid of all 
■the Israeli settlements in the areas, 
new ones and old alike. 

Begin also took exception to I 
Sadat's call for an end to repression 
in the areas. i

SALISBURY. (UP!) Manpower 

Minister Edgar Tekene, the leading 
radical in Prime Minister Robert 
Mugabe's government and. the 
third-ranking member of his party, 
was arrested yesterday -and charg- 
ed with the murder of a white farm 
manager. 

Tekere was brought down to the 
Salisbury central police station for 
a magistrates' court hearing closed 
to the public, and was ordered kept 
in jail pending trial. 

It was the worst blow suffered by 
Mugabe's government since it 
assumed power on April 18, when 
Zimbabwe became Independent un- 
der black rule. 

A police statement yesterday 
issued two days after a group of 
armed men swept through a farm 
13 kilometres west of Salisbury with 
their guns bl aring , said: 

"The minister of manpower, 
Edgar Tekere, was arrested and 
remanded in custody before a 
Salisbury magistrate, charged with 
the murder of Gerald Adams at 
Stamford farm. 

Several other persons have been 
taken Into custody and will appear 
before the courts in due. course on 
the same charge." 

A number of guns and some am- 


munition have been seized, the 
statement added. . . 

• Tekere, 43, la secretary-general 
of the ruling Zimbabwe African 
National Union Patriotic Front par- 
ty. He la the most prominent of the 
party radicals who believe Mugabe 
is making too many concessions to 
the white minority and moving too 
slowly in establishing the 
revolutionary brand of socialism 
that the party advocated while 
fighting white rule. 

The authorities moved gingerly : 
before charging Tekere. He holed ! 
up with party colleagues tor several 
hours in a building that police sur- 
rounded Monday, but was not 
detained when he finally came out. 

Only after he was allowed to- go 
visit relatives, wearing combat 
fatigues, was he brought to 
Salisbury central police station 
yesterday afternoon. 

Less than two hours before the 
dramatic police announcement. 
Deputy Prime Minister Simon 
Muzenda assured parliament on 
behalf of the government that there 
would be no cover-up. 

"I can assure the honourable 
members that the government 
would not suppress anything," he 
said. 


Landau: We will block Iraq’s bomb

TEL AVIV. — Israel will not stand 
by and allow Iraq to use French 
nuclear know-how and weapons- 
grade enriched uranium against it, 
said Transport Minister Heim Lan- 
dau yesterday. 

"We will take every possible ac- 
tion to ensure that Iraq cannot use 
atomic weapons," Landau said In 
an interview on TV’s Moked 
programme. But he would not go 

into details tm what steps Israel 
might take. In reply to a question 
whether there would be early elec- 
tions. Landau said: "The elections

will not be brought forward. There 
is no need for this, and they will 
take place in November 1981, as 
planned." 

The transport minister refused to 
comment on a possible cabinet 
reshuffle. He saw nothing wrong in 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
holding on to the defence portfolio. 

"I think the prime minister can 
be not Just a good defence minister, 
but an excellent one," Landau said. 

Landau reiterated his position on 
Unking the autonomy talks to 
further Israeli withdrawals from 
Sinai in a way that would make 
future pull-backs dependent on the 
success of the talks. 

"We should not give without 
receiving." Landau said. "If we are 
to return all of Sinai, we should link 
this to a settlement of the autonomy 
issue." 
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Burg: J’lem Law 
makes problems 
for Egypt

TEL AVIV, — Interior Minister 
Yosef Burg, the head of brael'a 
autonomy negotiating team, said 
yesterday the adoption of the 
Jerusalem Law had not eased 
Egypt's position, with the Sadat 
regime faced by Moslem 
Brotherhood agitation. He was ex- 
plaining the hardening Egyptian 
line to the National Religious Party 
executive meeting here. 

Burg noted that Israeli disunity 
did not help the negotiations. The 
deteriorating situation In Judea and 
Samaria, as a result of the increase 
in FLO terror which sought to stifle 
any moderate Arab contact with 
Israel, had also contributed to the 
Egyptian hard line. The Egyptians 
also condemn Israeli settlements In 
the territories as illegal, with the 
U.S. taking a position not very far 
removed from this, though more 
moderate. 

Police asked to 
enter Arbel case

Army advocate-general Tat-Aluf 
Dov Shefl has asked Attorney- 
General Yitzhak Zamir to order the 
Israel Police to complete the in- 
vestigation of allegations of corrup- 
tion brought against military police 
chief Tat-Aluf Baruch Arbel. 

Initial enquiries were conducted 
by the General Security Services at 
the request of the army and concen- 
trated on allegations of misconduct 
In the army. 

However, as the investigation 
progressed, evidence accumulated 
Indicating alleged offences not 
within the Jurisdiction of military 
.or security service investigators. 

.The initial findings of the security 
services' investigation were 
forwarded to Shefl earlier this week 
and he then approached Zamir. An 
army officer with the rank of Tat- 
Aluf has also been seconded to aid 

the police investigation. 

Once the police have concluded 
their investigation the file will be 
returned to Shefl for a decision on 
what legal action is to be taken. 


All topics 
fair game, 
Begin tells 
, Egyptians

CAIRO. — Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin yesterday sent 
President Anwar Sadat a message 
saying all controversial topics in 
current negotiations between Israel 
and Egypt, including Jerusalem, 
were negotiable. But at the same 
time Begin claimed Israel was only 
exercising its right to sovereignty 
over East Jerusalem when the 
Knesset enacted legislation declar- 
ing the whole city as Israel's 
capital. 

In the message Begin said Egypt 
could raise Its own point of view 
towards the status of East 
Jerusalem in the course of 
negotiations between the two coun- 
tries. 

Begin's message was sent to 
Israeli Ambassador Eliahu Ben- 
Elissar for delivery to the Egyptian 
president, but because Sadat was , 
on retreat at the foot of Mount Sinai 
for what was described os "a period 
of meditation and worship," the 
message was still in the am- 
bassador’s hands last night. 

Though part of the message was 
conciliatory in tone, it also criticiz- 
ed Egypt for having contradicted 
the Camp David accords at the UN 
General Assembly last month. 
Begin reproached Sadat for ignor- 
ing Israel's security needs and 
declaring Israeli actions regarding 
Jerusalem as "null and void." (See 
adjacent story) 

The ambassador will probably be 
handing the message over to Vice- 
President Husnl Mobarak some 
time today. 

In the absence of full information 
on the text of the message, Egyp- 
tian officials were unable to react, 
but observers felt it would open 
doors to a possible resumption of 
Israeli -Egyptian negotiations over 
the proposed autonomy for the West 
Bank and Gaza Strip. 

Meanwhile Egyptian Minister of 
State for Foreign Affairs Boutros 
Ghali summoned diplomats from 
Africa, Asia and Europe to explain 
why Egypt had temporarily post- 
poned the negotiations in protest 
against the Jerusalem Law, which 
Egypt saw as a provocative step 
designed to beep the question of 
East Jerusalem off the agenda for 
the autonomy talks. 

After a separate meeting with 
U.S. Ambassador Alfred Atherton, 
Ghali said Egypt would pursue the 
question of Jerusalem at the UN, 
and give its full backing to the 
group of 40 Islamic states currently 
drafting a resolution for presenta- 
tion to the Security Coll. The resolu- 
tion would declare the Knesset 
move null and void.

Begin cabinet 
reshuffle plan 
‘a dead letter’

The cabinet reshuffle appears to 
be becoming as much of a dead 
letter as early elections, except for 
the appointment of Moshe Nissim 
as minister of Justice. 

If Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin cannot conjure up a majority 
for the appointment of Yitzhak 
Moda'i as foreign minister, and 
cannot persuade Yitzhak Shamir to 
switch from foreign affairs to 
defence, he will let the matter ride 
and remain acting defence minister 
indefinitely. 

In Jerusalem, where this Inter- 
pretation of events emerged yester- 
day, little importance was attached 
to reports in the media that 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon 
threatened to resign if a new 
defence minister were appointed 
other than himself. 

Sharon did not see Begin at all 
yesterday, according to senior of- 
ficials, nor did Sharon telephone 
him. On Tuesday. Sharon had no 
appointment for a discussion with 
Begin, although he may have 
managed to talk to him on the aide 
during a larger meeting, to deliver 
his alleged threat. 

Two months ago, after Ezer Well- 
man resigned as minister of 
defence. Sharon Is understood to 
have told Begin that he was happy 
to serve as minister of agriculture 
as long as Begin was acting 
minister of defence. Senior officials 
say Sharon just possibly might 
have reminded Begin of this 
remark on Tuesday. Otherwise, the 
origin of the “Sharon-wlll-quit" 
reports was a mystery. 

Begin will not suggest enforce- 
ment of party discipline or coalition 
discipline to put through ap- 
pointments such as those of Moda'i 
or Sharon, because this would be 


unacceptable. "You cannot de- 
mand party discipline or coalition 
discipline over appointment of con- 
troversial personalities because 
your majority will vanish and you'll 
look a fool." one political observer 
explained. 

A senior NRP leader told 
reporters last night: "Our party Is 
against making Sharon defence 
minister. If he ever threatened to 
resign, we don't believe he'll carry 
out his threat. And we're ready to 
take a chance anyway." 

In the Likud, where most of 
Herut, La'ara and Rafi would 
favour Sharon as defence minister 
if Shamir continues to balk. 
La'am's Ehud Olmert tried yester- 
day to organize a delegation to call 
on Begin and urge him to propose 
Sharon. Liberal Menahem Savldor. 
and Assaf Yahuri of the one-man 
Ya'ad wing, volunteered to accom- 
pany Olmert. Likud faction chair- 
man Avrabam Sh&rlr refused, 
despite media reports to the con- 
trary. 

When the Liberal Party's 
presidium meets this afternoon, 
followed by the central committee, 
the cabinet reshuffle will come up 
and Liberal views will be more 
clearly reflected. 

When the Democratic Movement 
secretariat meets tonight, 
secretary-general Ylsrael Granit la 
expected to propose that his faction 
make do with one single cabinet 
portfolio. Since Shmuel Tamlr quit, 
the DM remains with two 
ministers: Deputy Premier Ylgael 
Yariln and Welfare Minister Israel 
Katz. 

Granit, who says the DM'* size 
does not morally warrant it having 
more than one minister, would like 
Yadln to hold the welfare portfolio 
as well as the deputy premiership. 


NRP hedges over call 
for early elections

TEL AVIV. - The National 
Religious Party executive yester- 
day moved closer to adopting the 
call for early elections, although 
heeding the appeal of its titular 
leader. Interior Minister Yosef 
Burg, not to rock the coalition boat 
for the time being. 

Although Burg dismissed the call 
to advance general elections as 
harmful to national morale and 
Israel's international position, 
prominent members of his Lamlfne 


faction spoke enthusiastically in 
favour of bringing the Likud down 
and forcing early polls. 

The NRP Knesset faction earlier 
endorsed the appointment of 
Liberal Moshe Nissim as Justice 
minister and chose a six-man com- 
mittee to discuss the defence and 
foreign affairs portfolios with

Bolivia suspends telex 
in crackdown on press 

LA PAZ, Bolivia (P). — The 
military government suspended all 
telex and satellite communications 
with foreign countries yesterday, 
as Interior Minister Col. Louis Arce 
Gomez announced he had ordered 
the arrest of two Bolivian wire ser- 
vice correspondents for sending 
"false" information. 

Arce said that he had ordered the 
arrest of the local Bolivian cor- 
respondents of the Reutero-Latln 
wire service, identified as Rene 
Villegas and Jajme Irusta. for 
“sending untrue telex information 
and.. slandering high dignitaries of 
the state." 

• On Saturday, the government ex- 
pelled the Associated Press cor- 
respondent in La Paz, Harold 
Olm os, citing "political reasons." 


SANTA KATARINA. — President 
Anwar Sadat yesterday launched 
an International campaign to raise 
funds for construction of a house of 
worship for the world's three great 
monotheistic religions on Mount 
Sinai. 

Speaking in the shadow of the 
mountain, Sadat dedicated the pro- 
ject to "peace on earth." 

"To symbolize the real fraternity 
among the followers of the three 
religions (Islam. Christianity and 
Judaism).. we are building on this 
sacred spot a centre for the worship 
of God which embodies a mosque, a 
church and a synagogue," Sadat 
said in a prepared statement he 
read out in Arabic. English, French 
and German, 

Addressing believers the world 
over, Sadat said: “I hereby invite 
you all to contribute to the setting 
up of this centre which will be a liv- 
ing symbol of the brotherhood of 
man and & lighthouse that would 
rekindle the spirit of coexistence 
and tolerance among nations. 

"It does not matter how much one 


is contributing," he said as he sat 
shoeless on a small wooden plat- 
form in a makeshift mosque at a 
newly built rest-house at the toot of 
the mountain. He said he had 
authorized Egyptian diplomatic 
and consular missions abroad to 
accept donations for the project. 

Sadat retreated to Mount Sinai 
for the five remaining days of the 
Moslem fasting month of 
Ramadan. "I am In seclusion." he 
said in reply to ail political 
questions. 

His retreat was a newly built 
presidential rest-house in the valley 
— a string of stone-base wooden 
cottages and prefabricated 
aluminium structures. In the centre 
of the compound stood a makeshift 
mosque, a rectangular, green- 
painted wooden building, carpeted 
wall-to-wall. 

At the request of the Egyptian 
authorities, ail Israeli tourism to 
hanta Katarina has been stopped 
until Monday, Itlm reported yester- 
day.

Paper shortage seen 
if strike continues

TEL AVIV. — Toilet paper and 
paper for books will be In short 
supply if the strike at the Hadera 
Paper Mills lasts much longer, a 
senior executive at the Mills told 
The Jerusalem Post yesterday. The 
strike began last June. 

In the meantime the company is 
supplying customers with paper 
from its stock and with imported 
paper, he said. 

The source, who asked not to be 
identified, said the strike of the 1,- 
600 workers began after manage- 
ment fired one of them, who had 
overturned a table on his boas three 
times in three days. 

The dismissal was followed by 
work disruptions initiated by the 
staff. 

But the real Issue was reportedly 
a power struggle between manage- 
ment and the works committee. 
One of the workers, Shimon Levi, 
told The Post he had heart the per- 
sonnel manager warn -workers not 
to re-elect their present works com- 
mittee. 


Other workers complained that 
management promoted employees 
without consulting the committee. 

Management suggested that a 
parity committee decide whether 
its actions constituted a violation of 
the labour contract, but the 
workers refused. 

The other major issue Is the 
workers* demand for a share In the 
company's profits,- In addition- to 
receiving 14 salaries a year, as they 
now do. Management said it was 
willing to negotiate another wage 
increase but it-would not negotiate 
profit-sharing. 

One highly-placed Histadrut 
source told The Post that on Mon- 
day some workers had threatened 
violence when they ’met the chair- 
man of the Trade Union Depart- 
ment. Ylarael Kessar. here. On 
Tuesday they tried to break Into 
Secretary-General Yeroham 
Meshel’s office, but were blocked 
when guards locked the thick glass 
doors. Police were summoned and 
under their protection Mesbel then 
met with a group of workers. 
Nothing concrete emerged from 
that meeting.

Gvil Rights Assoc, assails new laws 


The last few days before the 
Knesset recessed saw a number of 
laws pushed through that are a 
serious blow to civil liberties, the 
Israel Civil Rights Association 
claimed yesterday in an open 
letter. The letter said the hastiness 
of the legislation had not left time 
for public scrutiny and comment. 

Particularly criticized was the 
amendment to the Citizenship Law 
transferring the right to revoke 
Israeli citizenship from the courts 
to the interior minister. In a state 
based on the rule of law such power 
should be vested in the judicial arm 
alone, the association said. It 
pointed out that giving such power 
to a political-administrative agency 


raises the danger of multiplying the 
number of persons who may sub- 
sequently be rendered stateless. 

The association also criticized the 
amendment to the order for preven- 
ting terrorism whici) brings within 
the scope of the order all those iden- 
tifying with or supporting such 
organizations. Well-known jurists 
have criticized this provision, the 
association points out, calling on 
the government to rethink its at- 
titude. 

The Knesset Is also urged to 
canceL the clause that empowers 
the government to declare a 
specific group of people to be a 
terrorist organization, and that 
places the onus of proof to the con- 
trary on the members of the group.

Egged council votes down Dan merger 


TEL AVIV. — The Egged bus 
cooperative's highest elected body, 
the delegates* council, yesterday 
decided to cancel the merger with 
the Dan bus cooperative. 

But the opposition Mifne faction 
claimed that the vote was illegal, 
and that the merger, entered into 
last winter in great secrecy, is still 
in effect. 

Amnon Bogen. chairman of the 
Egged secretariat, who presided 
.over yesterday's meeting, said 57 of 
the 101 attending the meeting had 
voted against the merger. The 
council has 108 members. 

Mifne members demanded a 
secret ballot, which Bogen refused. 
They say Bogen simply asked who 
was in favour of cancelling the 
merger, and then immediately end- 
ed the meeting. One claimed Bogen 
had not counted the vote. 

. Bogen showed journalists a peti- 
tion signed by 56%6vfacIImerxtbers 
urging that the merger- be cancel!- ■ ■ 
<ed. He said the signatories bad- 
given him the petition before the 
meeting. 

Mifne members claim that 
Egged’ s legal council had told them 


that the merger contract is still bin- 
ding. 

Bogen also attacked Dan for hav- 
ing torpedoed the merger. 

Yosef Horowitz, chairman of the 
Dan bus cooperative, told The 
Jerusalem Post last night that "he 
would not drop to the level of Egged 
in mud-slinging." 

But, he said, he would not dance 
to the tune of "two lunatics" who 
are running Egged. 

He said that tomorrow he would 
convene the Dan secretariat to 
decide what steps to take. 

"We just wanted to improve 
public transport for the benefit of 
the public and I'm sorry that we 
weren’t able to do it. But maybe 
after the internal elections in Egg- 
ed and Dan this fall, we will 
succeed," he said. 

He refused to comment on what 
' Immediate ’steps Dan wmfld take, 
hut The-Poxt has' learned from DSn 
sources that they .will immediately- 
begin demanding new bus routes in 
the greater- Tel Aviv area which 
have, until now. - been served ex- 
clusively by Egged.

Meshel against separate airline

BEN-GURION AIRPORT. — The 
Histadrut will oppose the establish- 
ment of a separate airline for 
Israel's agriculture exports, 
Histadrut Secretary-General 
Yeroham Meshel said yesterday.

At a meeting with El Al's works 
committees, Meshel announced 
that on the basis of the committees’ 
decision to rehabilitate the com- 
pany. he would meet with the air- 
line executives to formulate a five- 
year plan for El Al's future 
operations. 

Pledging the Histadrut’ s support 
tor El Al’s works committees In 
case of any future labour 
problem. Meshel asked for the 
workers' support in his wage 
demands from the government, 
mainly on the issues of child 
allowance and credit points.

Begin cancels 
detention order 
against Kahane

Prime Minister Menahem Begin, 
in his capacity as caretaker 
minister of defence, yesterday 
cancelled the three-month ad- 
ministrative detention order issued 
against Rabbi Meir Kahane in May. 

But the controversial Kach 
leader will not be released from 
Ramie prison, because he la 
currently serving a seven-month 
sentence for criminal trespass. 

No reasons were given for the 
cancellation of the administrative 
detention order which was issued 
after the security services conclud- 
ed that Kahane and an associate, 
Baruch . Green, were planning 
vigilante action against Arabs. The 
order against Green has not been 
cancelled. 

KAhane is currently also on trial 
before the RamaU&h military court 
on charges of incitement. 


56% meet tax 
return deadline

By the end of last month 155.400 
taxpayers had submitted returns to 
the income tax authorities. By the' 
■end of July last year,- the- number of 
returns submitted was only 86,500, 
State Revenue Commissioner Uriel 
Lynn reported yesterday. 

The number required by law to 
file returns this year was 276,000; 
thus 56 per cent have done so. 
Figures for last year were: 259,000 
required to file. 33 per cent filing. 

Lynn estimates that by the end of 
this month another 55,000 people 
will file. 

Defaulters not filing by the end of 
the month face the risk that they 
will be asked to present the tax 
authorities with a declaration of 
capital, for the Treasury’s attitude 
is that those who do not file have 
something to hide. Initially, some 
2.000 people will be asked to make 
the declaration. But in addition, 
others will be asked to appear for 
an investigation and may be charg- 
ed with failure to file returns on 
time. Liens on their property will be 
the fate of those failing to file for 
the second year in succession. 


Rabbi seeks ways 
to enforce divorce 

Rabbinic courts should be em- 
powered to impose more drastic 
sanctions, including solitary con- 
finement, on husbands refusing to 
grant a divorce. Rabbi Shilo Rafael 
proposed such measures at the i 
National Con fer ence on Oral Law In < 
Jerusalem on Monday. He cited the 
case of a recalcitrant husband who, 
despite 17 years in prison, still 
refuses to grant his wife a divorce. 

The conference discussed 
problems stemming from the con- 
frontation between halacha and the 
permissive society of our day. 

Rabbi Rafael, a member of the 
Jerusalem district rabbinical 
court, spoke on the halachlc ap- 
proach to compelling a man to 
grant a divorce. Today, he said, the 
only sanction at the court's disposal 
to force compliance, under the laws 
of- the state, is to send the 
recalcitrant husband to prison. 
Halacha, however, permits more 
severe means to be employed, bl- 
ending flogging. 

He proposed that more drastic 
measures be adopted to force com- 
pliance. including solitary confine- 
ment and economic sanctions.

Argentina says ‘no’ (Hi FLO recognition 


Argentina will not recognize the 
PLO unless the Palestinians Install 
a more moderate leadership with 
whom Israel finds it possible to dis- 
cuss the future of the West Bank 
and Gaza. Argentinian Foreign 
Minister Carlos Washington told 
Minister ot Industry, Trade and 
Tourism Gideon Patt.

Burg mocked the public opinion 
pollsters, accused the Labour 
leaders of “getting drunk on 
charts." and took Labour Party 
chairman Shimon Peres to task for 
promising not to let the NRP have 
the Education Ministry if he should 
form the next government. • 

“This is sheer anti-religious dis- 
crimination," Burg charged, com- . 
paring Labour's attitude to “the 
way Premier Begin has shown how 
to honour religion in the nation's 
life." 

Although he played down the Idea 
of early elections. Burg was quick 
to remind Ms colleagues that the 
new electoral roll contained 2,440,- 
0 00 eligible voters, of whom 200,000 
had been added since 1977. The new 
voters Included 40,000 Arabs, and 
the NRP should orientate itself ac- 
cordingly. he said. 

NRP Knesset faction chairman 
Yehuda Ben-Melr also dismissed 
the . call for early elections as 
premature, and held that If Begin, 
wished also to serve as defence 
minister, the NRP should support 
him. If not. then a full-time 
minister must be installed speedily. 

Rafael Ben-N&tan, Lamifne's 
strongman and an NRP organiza- 


tion boss .wanted elections in April, 
1981. ThAtRP should already take 
steps to ensure its partnership with 
Labour which was sure to term the 
next cabinet, te declared.

TEHERAN (Reuter). — Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini said yesterday 
the U-S. had hoodwinked the Soviet 
Union into giving arms, to what he 
said was pro-American Iraq. 

Khomeini said the Soviet Union • 
was serving U.S. Interests by 
supplying weapons to Iraq, 

"America has fooled the USSR, ‘ 
Russia helps Draq which is assisting ' 
the Americans," he said in aspeecb ■ 
on state radio. 

Iran and Iraq have been fighting • 
a border war for months, with * 
sporadic armed clashes interspers- 
ed by verbal attacks from the

TEHERAN (Reuter). — Economic 
sanctions against Iran by Western 
countries and Japan have had their 
•effect, but are unlikely to pose ma- 
jor new problems hum now on, cen- 
tral bank governor Ali Reza ftobari 
said, here yesterday. 

He ,toid a Teheran press con- 
ference that Iras had found alter- 
native, although more expensive, 
sources of supply, adding: "It's not 
going to have more effect than what 
it has had up to now. Maybe a little 
bit, maybe marginally more." 

U.S. President Jimmy Carter 
ordered a trade embargo last April 
as retaliation for tbe continued 
bolding of the American Embassy 
hostages. Most other Western allies 


and Japan took similar action in 
May and June. 

Nobarl said the sanctions had 
caused no major supply problems 
in the commercial field. He could 
not speak for tbe military sphere, 
which was a "secret domain," hut 
there was a big black market even 
there and people could “go and get 
what they want these days." 

Speaking about Iran's continued 
battle to recover the assets of the 
ex-shah, Nobarl said the former 
monarch's death In exile In Cairo 
last month would only slightly com- 
plicate matters. 

"It (the death) is going to maybe 
harden it a little bit in the sense that 
there would be a process of in- 


heritance on his part that we have 
to battle in courts," he said. 

He said it was difficult to work 
out systematically how much the 
ex-shah had taken out of Iran over 
the 37 years he ruled the country. 

But the central bank had so far 
claimed $32b. through attachment 
orders obtained from the Iranian 
Justice Ministry and courts. The 
bank reckoned 320b. ot that was out- 
side Iran. 

Nobarl said the bank's task would 
have been to try to locate the wealth 
and prepare legal documents to 
take the ex-shah to court. Now the 
task had become a bit more dif- 
ficult as Ids widow or son would 
have to be taken to court.' 


Nobari also released a central 
bank statement which said many 
Iranian banks, nationalised in June 
last year, had run up heavy losses, 
in some cases more than their paid- 
up capital. 

He said some of the banks were 
able to show profits in previous 
years by carrying on their books 
bad loans which they knew could 
not .be recovered. 

He said the central bank would 
provide credits to the nationalized 
banks to cover losses existing on- 
the day of the nationalization. 
These loans would ultimately 
-become part of the government's 
holdings with nationalised banks.

Jerusalem may be small by a 
Texan's standards, but the city 
made a strong impression on John 
Connolly during his 90-minute tour 
of its northern and eastern parts 
with Mayor Teddy Koliek yester-

“Beautiful... magnificent., so 
memorable.!' exclaimed the 63- 
y ear-old former contender for the 
Republican presidential nomina- 
tion. Connolly, treasury secretary 
under Richard Nixon, Democratic 
governor- of Texas and Navy 
secretary under John F. Kennedy, 
is here on a private visit. He made 
no fuss about visiting East 
Jerusalem, and took numerous 
photographs in and out of the 
municipality's yellow minibus. 

It Is his first trip to Israel, part of 
a swing through the Middle East 
Slid Europe that some say Is meant 
to further develop hlB credentials to 
be Ronald Reagan's secretary of 
state or defence — or to prepare tbe 
groundwork for another bid for the 
presidential nomination, in 1984. He 
Is being accompanied by Ben 
Barnes, a former deputy governor 
of Texas wbo supports Reagan. 

Connally. in a major address last 
October, suggested that the U.S. 
must bring about an Israeli 
withdrawal from tbe territories in 
order to ensure American oil 
supplies. A lawyer who has 
represented oil companies, he also 
called on Israel to return virtually 
to the pre-1967 lines and to accept 


the principle of Palestinian self- 
determination. Following a storm 
of negative reaction, he fired the 
aide who wrote the speech, and 
since taken a more moderate tone. 

Connally responded sym- 
pathetically to Kollek's arguments 
why Jerusalem must remain united 
and must never become another 
Berlin. 

Passing the nefe* government 
complex where ^Prime Minister 
Menahem Begin is planning to 
move his office. Koliek noted that 
“no one said a word" when the 
Justice Ministry was relocated In 
East Jerusalem after the Six Day 
War. 

Connally asked about water and 
electricity lines to Arab 

neighbourhoods, and compared 
utility bills with Koliek. 

After marvelling over the view 
from Mount Scopus. Connally. 
toured the Old City on foot with the 
mayor, tasting a fig at an Arab 
shop, Angering the embroidered 
cotton dresses hanging In stalls, 
looking at archeological sites and 
arousing tourists' interest. He 
declined to answer reporters' 
questions. 

He then proceeded to a closed 
meeting with Foreign Minister 
Yitzhak Shamir, lunch with uv- 
Yehuda Ben-Meir and Yosef Rom, 
meetings at the Israel Defence 
Force general staff and an evening 
chat with U.S. ambassador Samuel 
Lewis.

A weeping 21-yeaisold Jerusalem 
woman went into the offices of the 
Jerusalem police fraud squad last 
week and complained that a young 
man she had met had swindled her 
out of IS1.000 and a gold chain, after 
telling her that he was a member of 
an elite army unit and prepared to 
marry her. 

Samal Rlshon David Dahan 
listened to the woman's story with 
sympathy. During the past year, 
several women had come into his 
office with similar tales about a 
young man. posing as a wealthy 
Spanish millionaire, or a racing car 
driver, or' as a fashion designer — 
promising marriage, but first mak- 
ing off with the bemused would-be 
bride’s savings. 

So Dahan asked the young 
Jerusalemite for help in solving the 
case. He told her to wait for the 
man to contact her again and to 
arrange a rendezvous with him 
somewhere in town. Late Tuesday, 
the man called the woman and they 
made an appointment to meet In a 
downtown cafe. 

Rav Pakad Yossl Portugal, of- 
ficer In charge of the fraud squad, 
staked out the cafe and waited for 
the man to come in. The arrest in- 


side the restaurant took less than a 
minute. 

But the answers to the questions 
posed by the police to the man as he 
sat in the Russian Compound took 
much longer to come. 

For almost three hours Tuesday 
night, and then at least four more 
hours yesterday, the man allegedly 
unravelled tales of swindling 
women throughout the country. 

Using the womens' money to stay 
at luxury hotels in Tel Aviv, 
Jerusalem, Netanya and Eilat, the 
25-year old Beersheba man would 
often take money In the morning 
from one woman to spend on 
another at night, police said. 

Promises of marriage, combined 
with what one policeman described 
as a "Don Juan approach," were 
his modus operand!, a police 
spokesman said. 

At least five incidents were con- 
fessed to by the man, who allegedly 
deserted the army in May 1979, ac- > 
cording to the spokesman. Police 
yesterday were taking still more 
evidence. 

Meanwhile, police said that the 
money the man took from the 
Jerusalem woman had already 
been spent in a Tel Aviv hotel. He 
will be brought before the 
Magistrates Court today or 
tomorrow.

economical to decrease cotton 
growing (which Is expected to bring 
in over $100m. this year in exports!. 
There would not be enough water or 
land to grow the present amount of 
cotton and the amount of sugar 
cane that would be needed, at the 
same time. 

Kaiser said that the yearly con- 
sumption of petrol in Israel is about 
800,000 tons. If 10 per cent of this 
could.be produced locally by using 
ethanol, It could save J40m.»W0m. , 
in foreign currency per year for the 
purohase of oil. 

The Ministries of Energy and 
Agriculture are paying for a three- 
year research programme, now in 
its second year at the Agricultural 
Research Organization, into sugar 
cane growing. 

Kaiser said the findings of the 
third year of research are needed to 
reach a decision on the economics 
of producing ethanol in Israel. 

According to one scientist at the 
ARO's Volcani Institute, the first 
year's results have been very 
promising. He claims the sugar 
cane yields here were 50 per cent 
higher than in Brazil and 20 per 
cent higher than in the U.S.

Forgery probe continues in Berlin 
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BERLIN (UPI). — A string of 
mysterious murders ahd a welfare 
scandal involving more than 800 
mostly Jewish Soviet Immigrants 
may lead West Berlin authorities to 
expel Jews from the city, provoking 
charges of anti-Semitism, officials 
said yesterday. 

Justice Ministry spokesman Hen- 
ning Horstmann said that his office 
currently was investigating 812 
Soviet refugees on charges that they 
used false documents to get out of 
the Soviet Union and enjoy the 
benefits of West Germany’s liberal 
welfare laws. 

In addition, some of the Soviet 
emigrants are suspected of running 
a ring that falsifies the documents, 
Hennlnger said. 

Tbe affair, which has simmered 
since early this year, has caught 
public attention because West 
Berlin’s interior office, which is 
responsible for law and order in the 
city, may decide to deport three 
Jews convicted of falsifying 
documents and using them to claim 
extraordinary welfare benefits . 

jews and local liberal 


newspapers have claimed the 
deportation raises the spectre of 
Nazi anti-Semitism. 

The forgeries' first came to light 
when police noticed that the number 
of Soviet refugees coming to West 
Berlin rose from between 100 and 
300 a year in 1974 to 1978, to 680 In 
1979. 

This prompted authorities to es- 
tablish a special commission, which 
also Is investigating three murders 
that Hennlnger said Indicate Soviet 
emigres are forging entry 
documents for the Immigrants v^ho 
follow them to the West. 

The first two murders occurred In 
Ostia, outside Rome, in July, 1979. 
One of the men stabbed to death had 
his flat ransacked by Berlin police 
the previous autumn when a series 
of blank forms and stamps for 
falsifying visas were found, Hen- 
ninger said. 

Another Soviet Jew was found 
stabbed In the grounds of West 
Berlin’s technical university in 
December, 1979, Hennlnger said. 

“He, too, is supposed to have 
belonged to a ring falsifying 


documents," the spokesman said. 
"A man suspected of murdering 
him was acquitted for lack of proof 
when his trial ended in June." 

If the Soviet immigrants produce 
documents indicating they have 
been politically persecuted, they 
automatically receive the status of 
refugee, an Interior Ministry 
spokesman explained. 

Under German welfare laws, this 
means they receive free housing, 
food, help in finding work and a 
work permit. 

Some even have papers claiming 
they are Soviet citizens born on 
what was once German territory. 
Under laws that attempt to compen- 
sate German-born Jews for their 
persecution under Hitler, auch 
documents entitle them to large 
pensions from the West German 
government. 

A spokesman for Berlin's Jewish 
community said he had no comment 
to make an the affair. 

"There Is no information at the 
moment from tbe Jewish com- 
munity." said the spokesman, who 
refused to give his name.

NEW YORK (AP). — Nearly 200 
Iranian demonstrators, whose 
detention brought threats of 
reprisals against the U.S. hostages 
in Teheran, paid respect to a por- 
trait of the Ayatollah Khomeini 
after they were released by of- 
ficials who determined they were in 
the country legally. 

After revealing their names to of- 
ficials. 171 Iranian men were taken 
on Tuesday night from a federal 
prison In Otisvllle to an Islamic cen- 
tre in the New York city borough of 
Queens. They were Joined there by 
20 Iranian women who had been 
detained in a Manhattan Federal 
correction facility. 

Some youths In a crowd of about 
SO Queens residents shouted, “Let 
our people go," as the Iranians, 
passed. One youth was arrested 
after an egg was thrown at an at- 
torney for the demonstrators. 

At the centre.-the Iranians alleg- 
ed that they bad been "beaten, tor- 
tured and kidnapped" during their 
» detention, which began on July 27 
following a demonstration In 
I Washington. 

Several displayed black and blue 
marks they said came from 
shackles and one showed stitches In 


- his hoad. U.S. officials have denied 
charges of mistreatment. 

Those released included three 
who had been hospitalized because 
of a hunger strike. 

Earlier, one demonstrator was 
transferred to Washington where 
he pleaded Innocent to charges of 
simple assault and possession of an 
unlawful weapon. Assistant UJ3. At- 
torney Noel Kramer said Mahmoud 
Saflri was returned to the District 
of Columbia jail after his arraign- 
ment in superior court. 

The Iranian demonstrators had 
originally refused to identify 
themselves, making It impossible 
for officials to check their Immigra- 
tion status. By Tuesday night, 
however, all had revealed their 
names. It was found that IBS were 
students with legal visas, two were 
legal permanent residents and one 
was a legal visitor. Of the women. 
19 were students and one was the 
wife of a student. 

One of the men released, a stu- 
dent, is subject to deportation 
proceedings because of a previous 
case pending against him. The stu- 
dent was released on bond pending 
a hearing.

— President 
Jimmy Carter said yesterday he 
would introduce an “economic 
renewal" programme which would 
create millions of jobs, Improve the 
performance of U.S. Industry and 
deal with the nation's energy 
problems. 

The president gave the broad out- 
lines of his plan but revealed few 
details In a speech prepared for 
delivery to the National Urban 
League, an organization which 
works to improve black job oppor- 
tunities and housing In cities. 

“We will build. We will moder- 
nize. We will make the ldSOs a 
decade of sound growth for 
America," he said in a speech aim- 
ed at winning support in Industrial 
urban areas and particularly black 
slums, heavily hit by the present 
recession. 

Originally Democratic Party 
: leaders said Carter was to have un- . 
veiled full details of his economic 
revitalization programme today. 

But according to administration 
sources he later decided to delay 


full details until after the 
Democratic convention next week 
to avoid the impression of trying to 
win party delegate votes. 

' "Literally millions of jobs will be 
created as we make America's in- 
dustry more vital and deal with our 
energy problems." he said. 

Carter said new plants would be 
built for producing alternative 
energy sources, research would be 
stimulated, houses and buildings in- 
sulated, facilities for exporting coal 
would be modernized and mass 
transit expanded. 

Carter was involved in angry ex- 
changes with Communist hecklers, 
but most of the 15,000 delegates pre- 
sent in the audience suppressed dis- 
turbances with loud boos. At one 
point Carter angrily told heckling 
black members of the American 
Communist Party. "We have a lot 
of people trying to escape Com- 
munist countries and trying to 
come to our country. You don't see 
many boats trying to escape Key 
West and come to Cuba.” 


WASHINGTON (Reuter). — Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter and his rival for 
the Democratic presidential 
nomination. Senator Edward 
Kennedy, have agreed to reduce 
open squabbling at the party con- 
vention next week which could loss 
the Democrats the White House in 
November. 

The aim of the agreement, an- 
nounced on Tuesday night after 
weeks of behind-the-scenes negotia- 
tion between their aides, is to keep 
the party as united as possible 
behind the eventual nominee. 

For Carter, trying to recover his 
political standing In a time of reces- 


sion and of controversy over his 
brother Billy's Libyan dealings, the 
agreement is welcome news. 

It means that arguments between 
him and Kennedy will be debated 
on television in a reasonably order- 
ly fashion that will not split the par- 
ty wide open. 

The joint statement said: 
"Whatever differences we may 
have, they pale in comparison to 
our common differences with the 
Republicans and their nominee 
(Ronald Reagan).”

Ugandans starving despite 
food supply — UN officials 


Soviets end drive against 
Moslem rebels near Kabul 


ROME (Reuter). •— A senior food 
aid official said yesterday that peo- 
ple were starving to death in Ugan- 
da although there was enough 
emergency food aid In the country 
to supply them. 

The official appealed for more 
order and security In the country to 
allow the food to be distributed. 

“It's a totally hopeless 
situation," he said. "It's lawless. 
We cannot distribute the food. We 
need a minimum of order and 
security.” 

The Rome-based official, who 
deals with governments os an Inter- 
national civil servant, did not wish 
to be Identified. 

The main area affected by 
drought and lawlessness Is the 
Kar&moja district 

A week ago Melissa Wells, head 


of the UN development programme 
In Uganda, said that all UN-backed 
food distribution In Karamaja had 
been suspended because of lack of 
security. 

Wells said she met the Ugandan 
army chief of staff. Brigadier 
David Oyite-Ojok, and the head of 
government. Paulo Muwaaga, and 
they had promised to take action. 

Wells was herself held up on a 
road hi Karamoja by bandits and 
her car was taken. 

Officials at the UN’s Food and 
Agriculture Organization and 
World Food Programme in Rome 
have not heard of any decision to 
resume distribution. 

But they say that there is enough 
food to feed the hungry and dying 
Ugandans until September if It can 
be distributed. 


NEW DELHI. — Recent Soviet-led 
military offensives against Afghan 
Moslem guerrillas in* three 
provinces south of Kabul appear to 
have ended. Western diplomatic 
' sources said in New Delhi yester- 
day. 

The offensives were launched in 
Wardak and Logar provinces and in 
and around Gardes City to Faktia 
province. But units which had been 
Involved returned to Kabul during 
the weekend, the sources said. 

They said refugees firom Logar 
province and Gardez were con- 
tinuing to flow into Kabul but there 
were no estimates of their number. 

Some refugees said many 
villagers were missing, probably 
hiding in the hills, and others spoke 


of hundreds of people killed by 
helicopter gunshtos, Jet .aircraft 
-and tanka during .th^toffendive to: 
Wardak, which borders Logar 
province. ’ 

But the sources said these reports 
were probably grossly ex- 
aggerated. 

The sources quoted other 
refugees aa saying that at least two 
units of the 14th Afghan division to 
Ghazni, south of Logar province, 
had defected to anti-government in- 
surgents. 

According to a report from 
Kuwait, Iranian authorities have 
banned the activities of some 
Afghan rebel groups to Iran and 
arrested some of their members. 
(Reuter. AP) 


Hiroshima prays again for peace 


HIROSHIMA (Renter). — ■ Nearly 
40.000 people offered one minute of 
silent prayer at a memorial service 
here yesterday to mark the 35th an- 
niversary of the world's first 
atomic bombing. 

The service, near the spot where 
the bomb dubbed "Little Boy" fell 
at 8.1 5 a.m. on August 8. 1945. also 
heard Hiroshima Mayor Takeshi 
Araki call for a world peace sum- 
mit between the U.S. and the Soviet 
Union. 

Araki, who survived the bombing 
which killed an estimated 200,000 
people, said: "It will be Impossible 
for us to reach the distant shore of 


peace' -fenless We cbnqtrer inter- 
government distrust.' deep-rooted 
in the folly of the srms race." 

Noting that total world mOitazy 
expenditure now exceeded Sib. dal- 
ly, he added: “Each element of the 
conflicts In the Middle East and 
Southeast Asia bears with It the 
possibility of development into total 
nuclear war.” 

Japanese Prime Minister Zenko 
Suzuki told reporters In Tokyo 
Tuesday that he would Instruct the 
Foreign Ministry to study the 
possibility of arranging a summit 
as proposed by Araki. 


31 victims 
in Salvador 
rampage 

SAN SALVADOR (Reuter). — The 
bodies of 31 people, latest victims in 
El Salvador's continuing political 
violence, were found scattered in 
various parts of the capital and sur- 
rounding areas In the past 24 hours, 
police reported yesterday. 

A spokesman sold they Included 
four, decapitated bodies dumped 
outside a San Salvador cinema with 
placards saying they had been ex- 
ecuted by a right-wing death squad 
for complicity In the kidnapping of 
South African Ambassador 
Archibald Dunn. 

He said It was not known which of 
the many leftist and rightist groups 
operating In the country were 
responsible for the other deaths. 

Ambassador Dunn was kid- 
napped by guerrillas of the Popular 
Liberation Forces (FPL) last 
November for a 820m. ransom. The 
ransom has not been paid and he is 
still missing. 

'A i4 -year-old youth captured 
recently by securityforces and 
presented before a group of 
newsmen yesterday publicly con- 
fessed he was a guerrilla who bad 
defected from the ranks of the so- 
called Salvadorean Revolutionary 
Students Brigade (BRES) because 
he had been ordered to kiH his 
mother to prove bis loyalty. 

The youth, who identified himself 
as Jorge Ernesto Coreas; said 
BRES guerrilla* were given 
hallucinogenic drugs and paid 20 
eolones (38) every time they went 
into combat. >.

Treasure ship discovered 
buried in Louisiana mud 


BATON ROUGE (UPI)- — Divers 
have found nearly 1500.000 worth of 
gold and silver Ingots In the 
wreckage of an 18th-century sailing 
ship buried in mud off the-coast of 
Cameron parish, and 
archaeologists say the historical 
value of the find could he worth 
even more. 

The ship — whose nationality 
remains unknown — was found toy 
shrimpers about 2,4 kilometres 
south of the shoreline to water 5.4 
metres deep buried to smooth clay 
that created a near perfect environ- 
ment for preserving Items on the 
vessel. 

Already, 17 kilograms of pure 
gold — formed Into dtocs, some of 
which are marked with Roman 
numerals — sad 14 kilograms a t 
silver have been hauled to the sur- 
face along with rSBos ranging from 
a t hr ee - m etre cannon and a three- 


metre anchor to the heels of boots, 
leather saddles and other well- 
preserved organic materials. 

An underwater archeologist, who 
has had experience excavating 
wrecks hi the crystal clear waters 
off Florida, said the items will help 
unravel past history, sailing 
methods and details of old world 
trade economics. “That stuff 
(p r e s erved artefacts] will be worth 
as much aa the precious metals,” 
said BUI Spencer of Bouthern 
Archeological Research Inc. 

He and three other archeological 
■experts already have been hired by 
the state to provide direction and 
Instructions to salvage workers and 
divers ready to excavate the hulk. 

Spencer credited the anerobic 
mud — known as Beaumont clay — 
for keeping oxygen away from the 
organic material in the wreck and 
helping preservation. 


Thai pirates seize refugees 


KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia (AP). 
— About 100 Thai pirates to 
separate vessels attacked a small 
Vietnamese refugee boat many 
times and robbed the "boat 
people.’* raped the women and ab- 
ducted 24. refugee officials said 
yesterday. 

In one of the worst piracy In- 
cidents in recent months, the 
pirates then captured a Malaysian 
fishing vessel, tied up the five 
fishermen, put the remaining 
refugees an board and sent them on 
to Malaysia, the refugee officials 
added. 


They said the incident took place 
to mid-July and that on investiga- 
tion was continuing to trace the es- 
timated 14 pirate boats and their oc- 
cupants. 

The wooden refugee boat, 
measuring 13 by 2J metres, left 
Vietnam July 10 with 35 refugees, 
including 19 women. 

Only 11 reached the Turn pat 
Coast. 345 km. northeast of here, on 
July 28. The 24 others were ab- 
ducted by the pirates, who spoke 
Thai and most of whose boats had 
Thai markings.

THE NEW Inbal Dance Theatre 
programme consisted of two works 
by founder-director Sara Levi- 
Tanai who has been the creator of 
most of its best ballets.

And 
anyway, as the "diver" dangled 
only a fish, he was apparently more 
fisherman than pearl fisher. 

“Elegy to the Kerem," inspired 
by poems of Aharon Almog, began 
beautifully. The poems turn 
nostalgically to memories of the 
Yemenite Quarter (the Kerem) in 
Tel Aviv, and the six sections of the 
set really did Invoke an oriental 
milieu. This was enhanced by a 
cantorial voice and good lighting. 

However, the work began to take 
on the character of a charade. 
There was far too much tottering 
about and wagging of heads by old 
folks , and not enough concerted 
movement, though a circumcision 
ceremony, was a steadying point 
for a while.

I HAVE been a swimmer almost all 
my life. I took my first lessons at 
the local YWCA when I waa seven. 
And continued throughout most of 
my school years. At high school. I 
began to work as a lifeguard. At un- 
iversity, I qualified as a licenced 
swimming teacher.- Afterwards. I 
worked many seasons at Ys. camps 
and pools, and enjoyed watching 
my pupils become better 
swimmers, and learning to love the 
water. 

IN A LAND of sunny weather seven 
months of the year, I suppose I ex- 
pected to find a nation of outstan- 
ding swimmers. I have not found 
this to be the ease. While Israelis do 
love the water and flock to bathing 
areas at every opportunity, their 
swimming skills on the average are 
not highly developed. Many 
swimmers of all ages appear to be 
self-taught. Even the better ones 

often have a limited repertoire: the 
basic breast stroke and the crawl. 

What Is equally disquieting to me 
as a swimming teacher is the lack 
of awareness of safe conduct in and 
around tbe water. Everyone has ex- 
amples: swimming out too far in 
the sen, or at ocean beaches which 
have no lifeguard; children playing 
unattended at water's edge; 
toddlers inadequately supervised in 
the baby pool; excessive 
roughhousing around the pool. 

ALL POOLS in Israel need to be 
licensed, and are checked regularly 
by the Ministry of Health. In addi- 
tion. all approved pools and bathing 
beaches must have licensed 
lifeguards. The course for guards is 
of one week's duration (an ad- 
ditional course is required for sea 
guarding). It comprises guarding 
methods and rescue techniques, as 
well as first aid and resuscitation. 
Upon completion of the course, 
lifeguards are licensed by the 
Ministry of Labour. 

Swimming teachers In public 
pools must be licensed also, 
although private pools or in- 
dividuals may make their own 
arrangements. Candidates for a 
teaching licence, after a general 
preliminary screening, take a 
course of six days duration, usually 
given in April. They are required to 
have a personal command of two to 
three strokes. The emphasis is on 
teaching methods; no lifesaving 
techniques are included, as this Is 
considered to be the province of the 
lifeguards. Graduates of the 
course, then, as a kind of 
internship" or practice period, 
teach a course for elementary 
school children. After teaching this 
course, which runs usually for six 
weeks during May and June, a per- 
manent licence is Issued by the 
Ministry of Education. ‘ 


Why Israelis 
swim poorly

HOW DO Israeli children learn to 
swim? Until the fifth grade, swim- 
ming lessons depend strictly on the 
interest of the parents. These are 
regularly offered by both public 
and private pools, with varying 
fees. A child between seven and 10 
awimpalng, „ 

course-.' In auch.ji-,. basic course, 
usually of 10 to 12 haif-hour lessons, 
he will be taught enough so that by 
the end he can make Ms way across 
the deep end of a poo], using a 
rudimentary breast stroke (hosehj. 
This minimal level of competence 
having been reached, many Israeli 



children would be satisfied to end 
their swimming careers. 

For those wno wish to continue, 
there Is a second course, whose aim 
is to Improve the previously learn- 
ed breast stroke. If a third course is 
offered, it is oriented toward prac- 
tising what has been learned. An 
additional stroke, the crawl 
(ha Urn). may be taught. 


WHEN A CHILD reaches the fifth 
grade, at age 10 or li, he le required 
to take the 6-week course previous- 
ly referred to, and often taught by 
new swimming teachers. Pupils are 
informally screened and placed In 
groupings approximately 
equivalent to the three described 
above. For the child who has never 
before bad swimming lessons, 
these six weeks can undoubtedly be 
of great value. Brief as they are. 
they can at least impart an elemen- 
tary set of swimming skills. 

Unfortunately, for many children 
there is no follow-up. and this is 
where their swimming education 
ends. The Implication is dear; 
these children will remain forever 
Incomplete swimmers. They are the 
ones whom I see moving through 
tbe deep water with laboured 
strokes. 

A... minority of. children, finding 
swimming, enjoyable, continue to 
train. This invariably leads to com- 
petitive swimming, on an In- 
dividual or team basis, com- 
petitions are held on local levels 
and, for the best, on a national or 
even international one. Advanced 
swimming for personal enjoyment

and skill improvement is. however, 
virtually unknown, as is any orien- 
tation or training In water safety 
skills. 

THE ONE exception Is a Ministry 
of Education course for teenagers, 
called "the amateur lifeguard" 
fmaUtil hovel'). This course has 
minimum formal .entry re- 
quirements. Its teachers, usually 
themselves graduates of a similar 
course, are specially trained to lead 
it. Students are taught some of the 
same things as In the professional 
lifeguards course although on a 
lower level. Unfortunately, this 
course is not universally offered 
and. where it is. is not always com- 
pletely filled. 

I CONCLUDE that an Infrastruc- 
ture for the training of teachers and 
of students of swimming does exist. 
But Its standards for both need to be 
upgraded and formalized. Swim- 
ming needs to be seen as a series of 
sklllsto be learned over a number 
of years rather than as a one-time 
experience. And an awareness of 
tbe safety aspects of swimming 
needs to be Imparted, first to 
teachers and. through them, to 
students :from the very beginning. 

Perhapk we could rekrn from the 
extremely successful system 
employed by the American Red 
Cross, whose swimming 
programmes set the standard In the 
U.S. The underlying theme of the 
Red Cross system can be seen in the 
title given to its teachers: Water 
Safety Instructor. This highly tor- 


mftlizcd system, comprlsea 
progressive courses, each aimed at 
(caching additional swimming and 
water safety skills, as well as im- 
proving existing ones. 

WHAT IS (he programme like in 
practice? The beginner's level, as 
here, takes the learner through the 
exciting transition from non- 
swimmer to novice swimmer. He 
learns to be comfortable in the 
water, to make beginning swim- 
ming movements, to "breathe" 
with his face in the water. Water 
safety instruction is an integral 
part even at this earliest level. The 
Icnrncr is reminded how to keep 
himself safe by not swimming at 
wrong times: after a meal, in the 
absence of a lifeguard, In extreme- 
ly cold water, dangerous currents, 
etc. Along with learning the front 
float, he also learns to float on his 
back. This skill Is of unique impor- 
tance because it is the position 
which can be maintained in comfort 
almost indefinitely, while breathing 
naturally. For some reason, back- 
floating la rarely taught or prac- 
tised In Israel. 

Methods of helping others in dis- 
tress is introduced even at this 
level: "reaching" or "throwing" 
techniques are taught. And 
beginners Jeans how to release a 
cramp. 

THE NEXT swimming level teaches 
additional swimming skills. In par- 
ticular the crawl, and the use of a 
lifejacket. The third course in- 
troduces two new strokes (breast 
and aide); a number of survival 
skills (for example, treading 
water): and additional rescue 
skills, with various pieces of equip- 
ment. It Includes also artificial 
respiration. 

By the fourth level, the individual 
is becoming a well-rounded ' 
swimmer (the name of the course), 1 
with a command of five strokes as • 
well as many other water skills, 
and is preparing for lifesaving 
traiiiing. After this level, young 
teenagers (12 to 13 years) qualify 
for an intensive course of lifesaving ■ 
and resuscitation techniques. 
Boating safety is Included as well. 

A similar course, but on a higher 
level. Is the climax of all the years 
of training. Open to swimmers aged 
16 and over, it makes strong - 
demands, and comprises the entire 
range of rescue and resuscitation - 
techniques as well as perfection of • 
personal swimming skills. On 
successful completion of the 
course, the student becomes a „ 
recognized and certified lifeguard. .. 

HAVING TAKEN the student . 
through most of the formative _ 
years, the Red Cross programme 
does not end. but offers a chance to 
continue the sport In Its many 
forms. .Then there are all the ' 
courses, previously mentioned, *T 
from lifeguard to swimming in- ; 
atructor or even Instructor of In- 
structors. There is diving and rac- 1 
ing. Lastly, the Red Cross sponsors '■ 
a and -.Stay Fit:-’- * 

programme, . 

It would "be pleasant if Israeli ; 
swimmers could enjoy this feeling 
based on expertise. Perhaps the 
time has come to mobilize . 
ourselves to teach our population of 
all ages to swim skilfully as well as 
safely.

ORLANDO. Florida (AF). - 
Federal officials have rejected ef- 
forts by Israel and four Latin 
American nations to ship citrus 
fruit to the U.S. without paying im- 
port tariffs, apparently bowing to 
protests from Florida growers. 

The office of Special U.S. Trade 
Representative Reubin Askew, a 
former Florida governor, notified 
citrus industry officials on Monday 
that the petitions for duty-free 
status had been turned down. 

Israel. Mexico, Columbia, 
Panama and Honduras had sought 
tariff exemptions under this coun* 
try’s “developing nations*’ 
programme. But Florida growers 
claimed unfair competition. 

“The evidence against the Issue 
was overwhelming," said Wilson 
McGee, executive director of 
United Growers and Shippers 
Association of Orlando. 

McGee had led a protest by 


Florida growers, the State Citrus 
Commission and Florida 
Agriculture Commissioner Doyle 
Conner, claiming preferential 
treatment would result in unfair 
competition and open the door to 
other countries wanting the same 
privileges. 

Bobby McKown, executive direc- 
tor of Florida Citrus Mutual, which 
represents almost 16,000 growers, 
said the denial “is particularly im- 
portant in that it closes the door, if 
only temporarily, on efforts by 
other citrus producing nations to 
gain a foothold In U.S. markets at 
the expense of Florida growers, 
without paying duty." 


New plastic coating 
to protect cars 


Atlantic Fisheries 
to triple fleet 
in S. Atlantic

TEL AVIV. — A new product on the 
market Is Glo-Shield, a plastic 
coating that the local Importers 
claim will protect the colour of a 
car. 

Abe RosenfeJd, representative in 
Israel of Glo-Shleld, who displayed 
the product at a press conference, 
says that it does not contain wax 
and that the plastic coat that 
develops protects against paint 
dulling, rust, salt from the air, and 
corrosion. 

Rosenfeld demonstrated that 
applying Glo-Shleld to a car is 
much easier than waxing It, and 
that anyone can do the Job. 

He discovered Glo-Shleld while in 
America, Rosenfeld says, and 
decided to import it here after the 
cruel sun here ruined a fairly new 
paint job on his car. 

. The product will be sold by mail 
order, which Rosenfeld says will 
save the customer the 40 per cent 
mark-up he would have had to pay 
'In a store. A 200-gram plastic bottle 
sells for IS 7fi. 

Rosenfeld claims that this little 
bottle Is good far two coatings of a 
medium-size car. If the customer Is 
not pleased with the results, 
Rosenfeld Is willing to buy back the 
remaining contents. 


More tourists this year 


The number of tourists entering 
Israel in July was 18 per cent lower 
than In June, and somewhat below 
that of April and May, according to 
seasonally adjusted data published 
this week by the .Central .Bureau of 
Statistics. 

; For the -entire period January- 
July 1980, however, the number of 
tourists was 7 per cent higher than 
last year, and reached 696,600, com- 
pared with 665,000 in the first seven 
months of 1979. 

The 120,200 tourists who arrived 
last month constituted a 3 per cent 
increase over the 116,500 who came 
in July 1979.

HAIFA — The Atlantic Fisheries 
Company plans to expand its deep- 
sea fishing operations in the South 
Atlantic and to triple its fleet there. 

Its two ships in use now catch 
process, deep-freeze and deliver 
about 5.000 tons of fish a year to the 
local market, most of it hake 
Ibakala) . A third, large sized vessel 
is already under construction. 

“We want to increase our annual 
catches to about 80,000 tons by put- 
ting Into service five to six large 
and well-equipped ships. It will 
save the country about IL600m. a 
year," Atlantic's general manager 
Avigdor Proyect explains. 

The company has been granted 
additional fishing rights off 
Namibia under which each trawler 
would be allowed a quota of 5,000 
tons a year, he said. 

The new vessel now being built 
will have the same facilities as 
those already in operation. Fish 
caught Is Immediately processed, 
deep-frozen at minus 40 degrees 
centigrade, and stored aboard ship 
at that temperature until delivered 
to Israel ports. 

“There are only 12 countries in 
the world which operate such ships 
and it is In Israel's interest to in- 
crease this food supply for which 
we don't depend on any other coun- 
try," says the Atlantic manager. 

In 1979 the company trebled its 
turnover to ILSOOm., compared 
with the 1978 figure. A surplus of 1,- 
500 tans In 1979 was exported. 
Proyect took issue with the charge 
of Importers of frozen bacala from 
Argentina that it enjoys monopoly 
conditions. 

‘Atlantic Is today Israel’s only 
deep-sea fishing company 
operating ships in- the Atlantic 
ocean under the Israel flag," he 
says. 

Proyect also says that com- 
parisons with Argentine bacala Ig- 
nore the fact that it Is of inferior 
quality, owing to the conditions un- 
der which imported fish is process- 
ed and stored before being frozen in 
the export country. 


Histadrut rebuts Sheli: 

‘We did protect real wages’

An official release by the 
Histadrut blasts away at Ran 
Cohen, the Shell representative on 
the executive committee, for 
allegedly havfng accused the 
■ Histadrut of cooperating with the 
government and the employers in 

an attempt to reduce wages. 

Cohen’s accusations were based 
on the data published last week by 
the Central Bureau of Statistics, ac- 
cording to which real wages in 
January-March this year were 10.H 
per cent lower than in the some 
period last year. 

Not true, says the Histadrut, 
because the Central Bureau of 
Statistics uses cash-flow data, 
which do not correctly show what 
happened during the whole period 
of the wage agreement — the two 
years ending in March 1980. 


The Hlstadrut's executive com- 
mittee threatened to take action — 
of an unspecified nature — against 
Cohen unless he stops accusing and 
“slandering’ ’ the Histadrut for Its 
failure to protect wages. 


270 port workers will be 
laid off as cargoes drop

TEL AVIV. — The Ports Authority 
may lose over 1380m. this year 
because of an expected drop In 
cargoes moving in the ports, 
Yitzhak Rahav, managing director 
of the Israel Ports Authority (2 PA> 
told 77ie Jerusalem Post. He fears 
that there will be a drop of about 30 
per cent In cargoes this year. 

During the first quarter of the 
current fiscal year (April- June) , l,- 
174 tons of Imports passed through 
Israeli ports, or 25 per cent less 
than in the same period last year. 

The decrease is strongly felt in 
general cargoes, and more 
moderate in unitized cargoes such 
as containers, which use less man- 
power. 

During the period April- June 
1930 about 1.49 million tons of goods 
were exported through IP A porta, a 
4 per cent increase over last year. 

This decline In cargoes and 
revenues has forced the £PA to take 
a number of drastic steps, Rahav 


said. The most important of of these 
Is the reduction of the work force by 
. 270 workers, so that by the end of 
the year it will be down to 350. 

Rahav said he is trying not to 
raise the port rates, which is why he 
is seeking ways of cutting costa. 

In order not to have to in- 
crease, fees the IPA this year will 
use money from the tarrlf adjust- 
ment fund. During the good years, 
the money was deposited in the 
fund for lean years like the present 
one, so that rates would not have to 
be raised. 

This means that there will be a 
real drop in the rates, which are 
calculated In dollars. 

Last Friday two new managers 
took over in Ashdod and Eilat ports. 
In Ashdod Tat-Aluf (res.) Yitzhak 
David!, a veteran officer of the 
Israeli Navy, replaced H&dar 
Kimhi. 

In Eilat, David Segal previously 
in charge of the port's department 
of heavy mechanical equipment, 
replaced Ze'ev Matoki. 


MG sports car is finally doomed 


LONDON (AP). — The MG. one of 
the world's favourite sports cars 
resurrected from the brink of 
bankruptcy by a group of car-crazy 
businessmen earlier this year, 
appears doomed once again. 

The bad news came recently 
when state-owned British Leyland 
announced that the consortium that 
agreed to save the MG could not 
come up with the reported 170.5m. 
needed to maintain production. 

"There Is no alternative but to 
cease production of MG cars," 
Pratt Thompson, head of BL Inter- 
national, told MG' 900 workers in 
Abingdon. 96km west of Lonon. He 
said the plant would dosed by the 
end of the year. 

MG owners' club rejoiced March 
31 when a group led by an 
American. Peter Sprague of New 
York, and Briton Alan Curtis, 
decided to save the MG. The two 


men helped rescue the Aston Mar- 
tin Car Co. from bankruptcy in 1975. 

Curtis, present chairman of 
Aston Martin, said that he still was 
trying to raise the cash overseas for 
MG's survival. British backers 
pulled out of the deal, he said, 
because of the “deepening 
economic recession."

Fighting the vested interests

The Histadrut also denies that 
wages in January-March 1980 were

December 1979. Defending Its 
defence of real wages, the 
Histadrut does not refute the CBS 
data.

TEL AVIV. — Daniel Biskin of 
Consortium International Ltd. baa 
won a fight against several 
American communications gi ants, 
but he Is struggling against our own 
Ministry of Communications. 

The story of CX goes back eight 
years to a small company founded 
tn Tel Aytv by Biskin. Today It ha* 
offices In New York and London, 
and la providing business firms 
around toe world with low-priced 
International telex facilities. 

In 1972. when Blnkln was 28, he 
had an idea. There were only about 
600 telex machines In Israel, and it 
often took up to seven years to get a 
telex (or a telephone). Why not set 
up an office with several telex* 
machines and handle the messages 
of the hundreds of firms who were 
on the long waiting list or did not 
have enough business to warrant 
buying one for themselves? 

He opened his offices In a part ot 
Tel Aviv where few telex lines were 
available, put an advertisement In 
toe paper, and within a week be had 
700 customers. 

To cover his overheads and leave 
him a profit. Blnkln charged them 
twice the fee he was billed by toe 
post office. Still, this came to only 
about two- thirds toe amount toe 
post office Itself charged for typing 
up a cable submitted at toe window, 
and cabling it abroad. The workers 
at the post office's cable section 
were soon without work. 

So the post office threatened to 
take away C-I.'s telex facilities. 
Blnkln went to the High Court of 
Justice, and a compromise was 
reached: C.I. would pay the post of- 
fice a "licence fee'* of HA.800 a 
month for each telex line it used. 
Although C.I. passed this fee on to 
Its customers, it was still cheaper to 
use its facilities than going to the 
post office. 

Then the post office resorted to 
another tactic. Since all its 
facilities — buildings, manpower, 


machines — were subsidized, .and 
since its workers wars without 
work, why not set up a competitive 
operation at competitive fee*?. It 
thus irat up- its “public telex booth," 
and CX was forced to find a new 
way to survive. 

It caste up with an innovation. It 
would receive totax xnesMgee is its 
office: at ordinary mechanical 
speed of 30-80 words a minute, 
record these messages <m elec- 
tronic diac*, and send the messages 
abroad from these discs to Its out- 
lets abroad, let us say in New Yak* 
at toe rate of 2.300 words a minute. 
In New York, they would he 
transferred electronically onto 40 
ordinary telex machine, which 
would transmit them to customer* 
at the 80-80 wonts a minute rate. 

Since the main cost was the use of 
international lines, and since the 
message*" flowed here 30 times sa 
fast as by standard methods much 
leu time was taken and the method 
was cheaper. C.I. vu back in 
business. But than the pest office 
protested that C.L’s activities were 
an infringement id international 
regulations. CJ. went to court 
again, and another long drawn out- 
legal fight began — but C.L con- 
tinued operating In the meantime. 

But C.I. again saw the 
handwriting an the wall. 

Blnkln went to the Z7«8. r found a 
few investors, and set up the elec- 
tronic high speed method tor 
messages flowing out of the U.S. to 
toe rest of toe world. 


He found himself up against such 
American gian ts u Western Union, 
RCA. and TIT, which claimed that. 
CX was Infringing thetr rights and 
violating International regulations. 
He could only run Ms international 
electronic system If he bad the 
status of recognized “carrier." 

Blnkln went to the Federal Com- 
munications Commission, which 
ruled in his favour on December 32, 
1979, and granted CX the status It 
had sought. 

The American giants immediate- 


ly cut tbeirfeet by 30 per cent, hop- 
ing to force CX. out of faustuM, 
thus allowing th*m to return to the 
stow method of braaawl nton. which 
meant more ptafits for thorn. But 
the reverse happened: the giants 
began losing money, and even 
worse, CX soon had three other 
competitors on. its tan. who begin 
duplicating tts method!. . 

- Nevertoetes*, CX was establish- 
ed in the UJL and London and bad a 
solid head start 90 these three up- 
starts. 

Binkin decided (or perhaps it was 
his Israeli wife who did) to return to 
Israel to revive his former 
flourishing business ben. He bad 
seven telex Uses (the case w«* sun 
being fought in the courts) when 
suddenly the past office decided to 
. end the legal battle and to grant 
him a “licence" for giff.ooo a 
month. Binkin thought this price ex- 
orbitant, and the case is back In the 
courts. 

Meanwhile. Blnkln had a new 
idea. Why not use the satellite relay 
station in Emek Ha'ela to relay 
messages from North America to 
Africa and the Far East on the 
basis of his "carrier" status 
granted him by the FCC? 

But the Ministry of Com- 
munication* turned him down, say- 
ing that the appeal of toe American 
giants against the PCC ruling gran* 
ting him "carrier" status might 
deprive him ot this status. Only 
alter the FCC ruling was upheld, 
would the ministry consider Ms re- 
quest 

Blnkln therefore made other 
arrangements for the time being. 
Through Ms New York office he hat 
reached an agreement with the 
Lebanese Post Office to use the 
satellite relay station in Beirut to 
relay messages from North 
America to Africa and the Far 
East. 

Of course, he says, if the ministry 
here change* Its mind, he will om 
the Emek Ha'eia relay station. 

After all, that would be good 
business for Israel.

Success story of Aron Eisen, the man from Panama 

Rim to issue 4 dollar debentures 1

TEL AVTV. — - Aron Eisen, head of 
Rim Industries Ltd., has come a 
long way since the mid-1960s when 
he drove his luxurious Mercedes 
from furniture store to furniture 
store in Jerusalem, lugged out a 
chair, and tried to interest the 
shopkeepers in placing orders. 

“None of these shopkeepers even 
wanted to talk to me, let alone look 
at my line of goods," he recalls to- 
day with a wry smile. 

“But within a few months they 
were lining up outside my factory to 
place oniers. By then, however, I 
had opened my own three outlets, in 
Jerusalem, Tel Aviv and Haifa.”

Neither Eisen, his Mercedes, or 
his furniture business had their 
'origins in Israel; the only thing that 
did have its origin here was his 
deep and abiding Interest in Israel, 
which began in his childhood in 
Hungary where he was born in 1918, 
and it was this intense Israel orien- 
tation which brought all the other 
factors to bear here. 

After leaving Hungary, he settled 
in Panama. There he built up the 
largest furniture factory (300 
workers) In the country. He was 
also active on behalf of Israel, and 
served as honorary Israeli Consul 
for eight years. 

In 1963 he came here to "look 
around and maybe settle." After 
he made his decision to stay, he also 
became Secretary of the Panama- 
nian Embassy here, a post he still 
holds today. 

“You can say I have been an un- 
paid diplomat for a total of 25 years 
and I've enjoyed every minute of 
it." 

He bought a seventy per cent in- 
terest in a small furniture work- 
shop in Jerusalem; later he bought 
out the remaining 30 per cent. In 
order .to pxpand, he acquired five 
dunams In Glvat Shaul, built a fac- 
tory, and installed automatic 
machinery which ‘‘turned out 
custom style-looking furniture by 
mass production.” Today, the 
Jerusalem factory has 22,000 
square meters of floor space; he 
has another 3,000 square meters in 
Tel Aviv.

POP IN! 


THE TRUTH of what went on in- 
Austria during the years 1938-1945 
Is being brought home to Austrian 
elementary and high school 
students for the first time. An infor- 
mative kit, including audio and 
visual aids, is now being dis- 
seminated to schools throughout 
the country. Sample copies werp 
given to reporters at a meeting with 
25 Austrian teachers held at the 
residence of the Austrian am- 
bassador in Israel recently. 

“It couldn't have been produced 
before we had a new and unin- 
volved generation of teachers and 
parents, said Dr. Kurt Scholz, one 
of the heads of the delegation. 

He pointed out that a poll held 
among Austrians after the show- 
ing of the ‘'Holocaust” film had 
yielded some shocking results. A 
significant percentage of the 
viewers had doubted the veracity of 
the Aim. Others had claimed that 
the Holocaust victims were ex- 
aggerated. Others again said that 
some of the pictures they had seen 
and which were shown to them as 
official documents, were actually 
falsifications. 

“Knowledge of what went on dur- 
ing those critical years has now 
become a point for our future sur- 
vival" Scholz said. Z.S.

ALLAN E. SHAPIRO takes a second look at the 
administrative detention law and its only application, 
the Kahane case. 
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SINCE HE WILL NOT call it quits before he absolutely must, 
and in any case not before November, Mr. Begin has no choice 
but to bring- some semblance of order into his ramshackle ad- 
ministration. Presumably this should also help the Likud in the 
elections, when they are finally held. 

A cabinet reshuffle has been indicated for two months now, 
ever since Ezer Weizman stepped down as defence minister and 
Mr. Begin took over for the interim. The last incentive, and op- 
portunity, to push the reshuffle through has been provided with 
the Democrats' Shmuel Tamir resignation as justice minister ! 
this week. 

The changes are to involve, besides justice and defence, also 
foreign affairs, and perhaps energy-and-communications as 
well. 

- The least controversial by tar among Mr. Begin 's intended ap- 
pointments is that of Moshe Nissim, a Liberal, and at present 
'miniater-without-po rtf olio, as the new justice minister. A 
lawyer by profession. Mr. Nissim has no enemies, and his con- 
firmation should win easy endorsement. 

Whether he is the ideal choice for the job even among Liberals 
is another matter. Although he has amassed considerable ex- 
perience In drafting Knesset legislation, Mr. Nissim is not, in 
. the opinion of his peers, quite up to the high professional stan- 
dards established by previous justice ministers. 

It is also reported that he la not himself especially keen on tak- 
ing the justice portfolio, preferring to remain without one, as 
Mr. Be gin’s adviser and confidant. 

- Mr. Shamir, the foreign minister, is even less eager, and 
demonstrably so, to leave the post he assumed only five months 
ago and move on to defence. The general view is that, given the 
constraints of official policy, the former Knesset speaker, an 
old-time Herutnik, has acquitted himself most creditably as the 
country's chief foreign policy spokesman. 

By merely being there as a full-time minister Mr. Shamir has 
been an improvement on Mr. Begin, the occasional caretaker 
' after Moshe Dayan resigned last October. In some respects, in- 
. deed, Mr. Shamir has proved himself superior to the flam- 
boyantly imaginative Mr. Dayan, who had cut the ministry 
down to the size of his personal ambition. 

Mr. Begin 's two months as a one-day-a-week caretaker 
-defence minister have shown the utter absurdity of this 
arrangement. During this period of time, critical issues of 
defence -policy-making have been delegated by the minister to 
his cabinet colleagues, or else they have been arrogated by the 
chief- of -staff to himself. 

The appointment of Mr. Shamir, to which he will apparently 
resign himself if he must, will at least put an end to this absurdi- 
ty. At the same time it should put paid to the notion of Arik 
Sharon, the agriculture minister, being a serious candidate. If 
-Mr. Sharon makes good his supposed threat to bolt the cabinet 
unless he gets the job, the bonus should be double. 

Tet there is something incongruous in forcing Mr. Shamir to 
surrender a post to which he has shown himself to be well suited 
— and then Have It filled by Yitzhak Moda’i, the energy and 
communications minister, who would be the rough equivalent of 
Mr. Sharon at defence, only in some ways far worse. It is' un- 
necessary, at this late stage, to repeat the full list of Mr. 
Moda'i’s disqualifications. 

Suffice it to say that the idea, conceived by Mr. Ehrlich and 
Mr. Begin as compensation for the Liberals, is a disservice to 
the nation. 

When it was first broached two months ago, the idea was 
blocked by the Democrats. But now they are down to three MKs 
and (with Mr. Tamir out) two cabinet seats — and the NRP 
wants one of these to itself — so their objections may this time 
be swept aside. Perhaps this is the time for the NRP, then, to 
stand up for sanity. 

Admittedly Mr. Begin has a problem, and its name is the 
Likud. Not only is the rulingpartyhopelessly factionalized, with 
every constituent group insisting on Its “equal” representation 
In the cabinet, but as a whole it is woefully short of ministerial 
timbre. But the problems of this government cannot be solved 
by just moving chairs around. 

A more radical remedy is plainly required. 
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IT IS TIME to take a hard second 
look at the administrative detention 
taw. enacted a little over a year ago 
to replace the old Mandatory 
Emergency Regulations. For 
Shmuel Tamir, who had personally 
felt the injustice of the arbitrary 
British procedures in the days of 
the underground struggle, the 
enactment of the law by the 
Knesset was both a personal 
achievement and an occasion for 
national rejoicing. Has the new law, 
which provides for judicial review 
of administrative detention orders, 
and puts authority for issuing them 
under civilian authority, fulfilled 
the expectations of its proponents in 
Its first test, the preventive arrest 
of Rabbi Meir Kahane? 

These questions have gained add- 
ed relevance with the cancellation 
today of the detention order against 
the Kach leader. And it should be 
recalled that Kahane is staying in 
jail not because of the matters 
which caused his administrative 
detention, but on a sentence pen- 
ding in an unrelated matter. 

In law as in literature, the inten- 
tion of the author may not deter- 
mine the effect of the finished work. 
When Tamir. then the Justice 
Minister, said in the Knesset debate 
on the law “that the matter under 
discussion is solely and exclusively 
the war against organizations of 
murder and terror," he hardly had 
Rabbi Kahane in blind. 

Tamir wished to reassure those 
who feared that administrative 
detention would be used In the fight 
against ordinary crime. But 
terrorism and crime are not dis- 
tinct categories, as the political 
hooliganism of Kahane's cohorts 
has demonstrated. 


dlnarily. the rule of law means that 
a person will be denied his liberty 
only after he has been informed of 
the" charges against him, and given 
a fair opportunity to defend 
himself. 

This is not possible in some cases 
involving national security, not 
because of the seriousness of the 
crimes, but because proof under the 
ordinary rules of evidence may not 
bo available, or may be impossible 
to produce. The security services 
frequently must rely on Intelligence 
information that would be excluded 
as hearsay in a court of law, or 
could not be produced in court 
without jeopardizing sources of in- 
formation. It is for this type of case 
. that the administrative detention 
regulation had been preserved 
since independence, and for which 
the new' law was designed. 

But that is what makes the new 
law’s use surprising in the Kahane 
case. Whatever acts may have been 
prevented by Kahane's arrest, it is 
difficult to understand why he was 
not placed on trial. The ordinary 
concern about revealing In- 
telligence operations or the identity 
of hidden informants would seem 
less cogent here. Was not a 
criminal conviction, putting an end, 
once and for all. to the rabbi’s 
schemes, worth the cost? Or was it 
thought that the evidence against 
him would not be enough to convict 
Kahane? 


KAHANE was imprisoned with- 
out having been charged or 
convicted of any wrongdoing. Few 
would deny that this Is a flagrant 
denial of basic civil liberties. Or- 


ONE OF THE Improvements of the 
new law was in the requirement 
that the arrest be not just desirable 
for security reasons, as under the 
Mandatory regulations, but rather 
essentia [. “According to the propos- 
ed law,” Tamir said In the Knesset, 
“the detention must be the sole 
means of achieving the security 
objective. If it can be achieved by 
other means, for example by 
limiting the movement of the per- 
son In question, there is no author!-: 


ty to order detention." 

’ Ultimately, however, the discre- 
tion is In the hands of the minister 
of defence. Judicial review, "the 
heart of the law", in the words of 
David Glass, chairman of the 
Knesset's Constitution and Law 
Committee, provides an inevitably 
imperfect safeguard. The question 
is not one of legality — whether the 
arrest order was Issued for bona 
fide reasons of security. Rather it is 
one of policy. 

One objective of the new law was 
to put the delicate issues of policy 
Involved in preventive arrest under 
civilian, rather than military, 
authority. Ordering the detention of 
a person neither charged nor con- 
victed of any wrongdoings should 
rest in the hands of the statesman 
rather than of the soldier. In prac- 
tice. however, the distinction has 
been blurred in Israel, at least since 
Moshe Dayan's time as super chief- 
of-staff- In any case, both the 
minister of defence and the - 
military commander usually repre- 
sent one point of view, that of the 
defence establishment. Sometimes 
there may be significant 
differences of opinion, as the Ellon 
Moreh affair proved. 

Placing the arrest authority In 
the hands of the civilian defence 
minister still leaves the decision 
wholly beyond the intervention of 
any responsible non-defence 
governmental authority, except for 
the check of judicial review. During 
the Knesset debate, mandatory 
consultation with the attorney 
general was suggested. This 
proposal deserves serious con- 
sideration. Another possibility 
would be to revive the advisory 
committee that existed under the 
former regulations. 

In principle, there is a need Cor a 
check on the defence authorities* 
discretion at the executive, ad- 
ministrative level, particularly 
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when the remedy so affects basic 
human liberties. It was unfortunate 
to assume that judicial review 
made such a check superfluous. 
The delicate policy Issues involved 
In the exercise of the minister's dis- 
cretion are only in part suitable tor 
resolution by the court. 


MOREOVER, judicial review has 
one unfortunate consequence. It 
gives to preventive arrest a 
legitimacy previously denied It. It 
is no longer a temporary emergen- 
cy measure, an acknowledged 
deviation from our accepted stan- 
dards of the rule of law. The new 
law enacted by the Knesset — an 
Israeli law, not simply & relic of 
colonial rule ■— has made preven- 
tive arrest part of our home-grown 
legal system. Judicial review con- 
firms its legitimacy. 

Where will this lead? U-S. 
Supreme Court Justice Robert 
Jackson, later prosecutor at the 


Nunenburg war-crimes trials, ask- 
ed this question in his dissent from 
the court's decision upholding the 
administrative detention of 
American citizens of Japanese des- 
cent during WOrld War U. 

"The principle," he declared, 
referring to the racial dbciimi&a- . 
tlon involved, .“then lie* about like a 
loaded weapon ready for the band 
of any authority that con bring 
forward a plausible claim of an 
urgent need. Every repetition im- 
beds that principle more deeply In 
our law and t h i n ki n g and expands it 
to new purposes... A military com- 
mander may overstep the bounds of 
constitutionality, and it is an inci- 
dent But If wa review and approve, 
that passing incident becomes the 
doctrine of the Constitution. Then 
It has a generative power of its own, 
and all that It creates will be in its 
own imago.' *_

LIBYA. SAUDI ARABIA and Egypt 
have in recent years taken up the 
cause of the Moslem rebels in the 
Philippines: their role in this con- 
flict provides striking parallels to 
the part of Arab states in the 
struggle between Israel and the 
Palestinian Liberation Organiza- 
tion. 

The current Moslem rebellion has 
its origins In the mid-18th century, 
when the rapid Spanish conquest of 
the Philippines met strong 
resistance in the southern Islands, 
those inhabited by Moslems (called 
Moros, after the Moslems of Spain). 
For three centuries, the Spanish 
government in the north tried to 
control the Moros, with little 
success. The United States did ac- 
complish this in 1913, but even then 
not completely. And since in- 
dependence in 1948, the Moros re- 
main alienated from mainstream 
Christian Filipino society; to ex- 
press their grievance, they began a 
rebellion in 1959 to achieve In- 
dependence or t at a minimum, 
autonomy. 

The Moros caught the eye of 
Libya's leader, Colonel Mu'ammar 
al-Gaddafl, In October 2972 when he 
accused the Philippine government 
of a “studied, deliberate plan" to 
exterminate the Moros. In March 
1972 he brought their plight to the 
attention of the Islamic Conference, 
the international political organiza- 
tion of Moslem states. In June 1972, 
Gaddafi offered to send "money, 
arms and volunteers" to the Moros, 
an announcement which alarmed 
the government in Manila. 

In response, Philippine President 
Ferdinand Marcos made the first of 
two fateful decisions; hoping that 
economic and social reforms under- 
taken by his government for the 
Moslems would impress Gaddafi 
and convince him not to meddle, 
Marcos Invited a delegation of Arab 
officials to visit the Philippines and 
Inspect the situation at first hand. 


Philippine lessons for Israel 


President Ferdinand Marcos was ‘innocent of Arab poHUcs* 
when he opened the door to Libyan mediation with Filipino 
Moslem rebels, writes DANIEL PIPES. 


At this time Marcos was Innocent 
of Arab politics; he did not realize 
what it meant to open the door to 
Libya. He accepted mediation by 
the Arabs despite their clear 
predisposition in the Moros' favour, 
and his own conviction that the 
problem in the south could only be 
solved within a domestic Filipino 
context. But Marcos feared that 
refusing the Arabs a role would 
lead to an oil embargo (the Middle 
East supplies 80% of the Philip- 
pines' oil), exclusion from their 
financial markets, their enmity in 
International forums, and in- 
creased aid to the rebels. 


AN ARAB delegation visited in July 
1972 and announced, before leaving 
the Philippines, that although some 
local officials supported violence 
against Moslems, it found no 
evidence of systematic persecution. 
Such a mild conclusion was ill- 
suited to Libyan purposes, 
however, so the final report strong- 
ly condemned the Philippine 
government. As one Libyan 
member of the delegation summed 
it up: "We believe the conflict is 
now a religious war." A few months 
later, armed largely by Libya, the 
first major Moro attack occurred, 
fn October 1972. 

Shortly after, Tripoli became the 
headquarters for the Moro National 
Liberation Front (MNLF), the 
leading Moro organization; other 
groups later worked out of Cairo 
and Jidda. Although militarily 
much stronger than the PLO, these 
groups could not stand up to the 


Philippine army, and relied heavily 
on terrorism: arson, kidnapping, 
assassination, road-mining - and 
truck-hijacking occurred frequent- 
ly. MNLF member* robbed 
Christians and Moslems alike so 
often that some considered them 
bandits rather than guerrillas. 

A new round of diplomacy began 
in March 1973 when the Islamic 
Conference appointed another mis- 
sion to visit the Philippines and 
make recommendations. Reporting 
back to the next Islamic Conference 
meeting in June 1974, it called for 
talks between the Manila govern- 
ment and the MNLF. Although 
reluctant to confer official status on 
a terrorist group by negotiating 


with It, Marcos made a second 
momentous decision when he 
agree to enter into disensadona with 
the MNLF. 


MARCOS' flexibility appeared to 
pay off in December 1978, when he 
signed a peace agreement with the 
MNLF in Tripoli. It called an the 
MNLF to stop fighting in return for 
autonomy in the south. These ac- 
cords raised high hopes; yet they 
were dashed within months. The 
MNLF demanded more power than 
had been agreed upon, the ceasefire 
broke down, and fighting resumed. 
Marcos then changed his Strategy, 
and lured the rebels out of the 
jungles by spending more money on

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A QUESTION OF TIMING 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 


Sir, — When the Egytptian parlia- 
ment declared recently that 
Jerusalem was inseparable from 
the West Bank and should be under 
Arab sovereignty, it did not occur to 
anybody to consider It as defiance. 
But when the Knesset voted for the 
Jerusalem bill, you considered it 
proper to call it "defiance" (your 
editorial,. "The peace under fire,” 
July 81). 

The dictionary definition of the 
word "defiance” is "open, bold 
resistance to authority.” If 
anything fits this definition it Is 
your very editorial, which criticizes 
the vote of 69 members of the 
Knesset representing the majority 
of Israelis. As to the bill itself, it 
states nothing new and changes ab- 
solutely nothing, and the only possi- 
ble objection to it is that it violates 
the holy cow called “timing." 

The notion of timing sounds very 
diplomatic and very astute, but, ac- 
tually, it is nothing else but the post- 
ponement of the inevitable. Such 
postponement is very often counter- 
productive. Ben-Gurion would not 
have proclaimed Israel’s 
statehood, had he listened to the 
"wise" and cautious politicians in 
Fsrael and abroad, who advised him 
that the timing was bad. 

Actually, from the viewpoint of 
Israel’s so-called friends, the tim- 
ing was never good for most of 
Israel’s political and military 


moves that assured her safety and 
independence. Fortunately, our 
leaders followed Ben-Gurion 1 a dic- 
tum: "What is Important is not 
what the Goyim are saying, but 
what the Jews are doing."
